The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of record 
fail to disclose alone or in combination, each and every feature of a structure for 
improved alignment tolerance in multiple, singularized plugs, which include a multiple 
semiconductor surface having a pair of spacers on interior walls of an opening, wherein 
the spacers separating the inner plug and pair of outer plug, wherein the inner plug is 
being isolated beneath and between the adjacent pair of the semiconductor surface 
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structures, wherein the pair outer plugs covering part of top portions of the adjacent 
pair, and wherein a conductive material contacted the inner plug and being isolated 
from the pair of outer plugs by spacers.
